AN unprecedented step so far as Canada is con- 
* "^cenied is the new price ceiling wjiich became effeo- 
tfve on December 1. It is designed for the purpose of 
halting inflation, and can be effective to the degree that 
the public supports the measure. ^Ireudy merchants of 
the town have secured the licenses required under the 
Trades Board, and business gwierelly is whipping into 
line to fulfil requirements Imposed upon it. 

FYom this time onward the maximum price which can 
be charged on merchandise must be no higher than that 
which prevailed during the basic period of Sept. 15 to 
October 11. Prices may go lower but they must not go 
higher. It may easily be that some goods will disappear 
entiiely from the shelves. This will occur when certain 
goods cannot be imported or manufactured at a price 
which will permit sale at the cost which prevailed at 
the basic period. This in itself will not worry the aver¬ 
age purchaser who is more concerned with the halt of 
rising prices than with being deprived of a few aiticlea 
for which sobstitutee can always be found. - 

If luxury goods disappear it is an indication that more 
time and more labor are being given to manufacture of 
munitions, and that is reassuring to every reasonable 
Canadian. Tlie public is of one mind in desiring that 
maxiinem efficiency and power be reached in equipping 
our own army, as well as the armies of Britain tmd Rus- 
sis. The .noney which cannot be spent on luxuries may 
be saved by investment with the government. 

But the price ceiling will not be effective and the de¬ 
sired end will twt be reached unless there is a complete 
eo-operation through all the intricate channels of mer¬ 
chandizing. If the wholesaler attempts to chisel on the 
retailer, or the retailer on the consumer, it is an evi¬ 
dence of treachery to national interest which will be very 
•everely punished. 

!%« successful operation of this new act will be proof 
of the loyalty and honest intent of all w'ho are affected. 
In ease of any violation there is a board of redress, 
which will investigate all complaints.

Old Age Pensions 


The standard of public intelUgoice has sunk pretty low 
when Hitler deems it good propaganda to call representa¬ 
tives of all countries fighting the battle against bolshev¬ 
ism together to renew or make new anti-comintem pacts. 
He assumes they have forgotten that only this year he was 
in alliance with Russia and that he can qt the end of the 
year be regarded as the leader of a holy crusade against 
the imholy thing. He assumes that the churches he has 
persecuted will change their views about him as quickly as 
he has changed his views about StaliiL 'Whatever success 
he has had in impressing the world by this manoeuvre is 
useful only in giving us a clue to the number of nitwits or 
malignants there are in it. 


SPHERE has been much agitation to Increase old age 
pensions ftxnn the present meagre $20 monthly to 
a stUl modast $26. The justice of this appeal cannot be 
questioned, but there is little present indication that it 
will be realized. 'The federal government already con¬ 
tributes 76% of the old age pension. The municipality 
esrrisd 10% and the pro'vincial government 16%. Hon. 
J. L, Ilsley saw little prospect of the federal government 
lacrMsing its 75% contribution, but he did say that if 
all Hm provinces should unite in urging that increase, 
then the Dominion government would consider paying 
Ma 76% share of the increased amount. This is as fair 
as be axpected from the senior body which is al¬ 
ready carrying by far the greater proportion of the pen¬ 
sion rasponsibility. 

It would seem to rest upon the provincial govem- 
marts to move decisively in this matter. With increased 
iwveniies our own provincial government could well af- 
fonl to absorb the additional amount which would be 
necessary to raise the old age grant from $20 monthly 
to $26. 

Tba municipal districts have no increase in revenue, 
—d sge hard-pressed to meet present expenses. But it is 
doulAful if any district would protest contributing a 
10% share of the increase to enable those elderly people

AN ILLUSTRATED GUIDE TO 
PRAIRIE WEEDS 

The above title has been chosen 
for a new 72-page bulletin Just pub¬ 
lished by the Agricultural Depart¬ 
ment of The North-West Line 
Elevators Association. This bulletin 
contains portrait photographs of 63 
common weeds, and four of the 
Illustrations are in full color. All oC 
the weeds illustrated are also de¬ 
scribed. and brief notes on 22 others 
are included. At the end of the bulle¬ 
tin will be found photographs of 
seeds of 60 different weeds. 

The chief purpose of the bulletin 
is to assist farmers and others in 
identifying weeds. A few remarks on 
control methods are offered in most 
cases, but these are brief. Methods 
of control must be adapted to local 
conditions and, hence, specific rec¬ 
ommendations can rarely'be ap[died 
to large areas. 

The first essential In fighting weeds 
Is to know them. This Is particularly 
true of perennials such m Leafy 
Spurge, Hoary Cress and others. 
CkHitroI is relatively easy if under¬ 
taken in time, and a delay of two or 
three years may be costly. - 

It has been stated that, in the 
United States, losses due to weeds 


$240 to $300, would mean an annual boost of $60 and

10% of this would be $6 additional which the municipal 
district would have to pay on every pension.

They have toiled faithfully in their early 
jreaie, have perhaps been unfortunate in investment, or 
bowed under eickness or other misfortune. If it is to 
serve the purpose intended the pension should be ade¬ 
quate for necessities. ^

“Bob created Peter McGonigle, the 
mythical editor of an equally mythi¬ 
cal paper, the Mldnapore Gazette. Ed¬ 
wards made MoGoitigle and Midna- 
pore famous. He pictured Midnapore 
as a flourishing town, and Peter its 
chief pubKc ’'character. Bob pictured 
him as a dangerous individual in his 
cups who shot up the town on the 
slightest provocation. He was always 
having battles with the Mounted Po¬ 
lice. 

MdGonigle fell in love with e w^- 
ow. Edwards Anally brought the ro¬ 
mance to a sad end when he told how 
McGonigle called on the widow one 
evening. McGonigle’s dog was wait¬ 
ing On the doorstep when a dog flght 
started several blocks down the street. 
The dog left the' widow’s home to par¬ 
ticipate in the hostilities. In the mean¬ 
time McGonigle left. The dog re¬ 
turned, lay down on the door step and 
went to sleep. In the morning people 
going to work saw McGonigle’s dog 
still waiting. It created such a scan¬ 
dal that the widow had to go east for 
a holiday and McGonigle got on a ter¬ 
rible drunk. 


Papers For Boys 
On Active Seirice 


The Lethbridge Herald has an arti¬ 
cle written by Arthur Ford of the Lon¬ 
don Free Press in which he revivee 
some of the incidents in the career of 
Bob Edwarda of the Eye Opener. 
These recollections were gathered 
from Col. Porter of Winnipeg, who 
used to edit the Calgary Herald. 

Says the article: “Bob Eldwarde’ 
grrandfather was Robert Chambers, 
the f^oua Scottish pidiliaher. he 
came to this continent in 1883 and did 
his first writing on a paper called The 
Boomerang edited at Cheyenne by 
Bill Nye. Bob admitted that he got 
his idea of the Eye-Opener from Bm 
Nye’s publication. From Cheyenne he 
went to Winnipeg where he was 
proofreader for the Free Press. Then 
he headed for Alberta, and located his 
print shop in a livery stable in We- 
taskiwin. From Wetaakiiwin he mov¬ 
ed to High River, and then to Calgary. 

“The Bye Opener never had more 
than 10,000 circulation but it went all 
over the world. Bob insisted on cash 
payment for his paper and was par¬ 
ticular about paying Ms own bills. If 
he did not have the money on hand 
to issue a paper, it just (hd not ap¬ 
pear. 


Lord Btrathcona Hostile 
I “One' of his moet famous stories 
was of the banquet in Calgary given 
in hemor of Peter McGonigle after his 
release from penitentiary for horse¬ 
stealing. This was a gala (mythical) 
event which Bob described in great 
detail telling of the teleg^rams and 
cables sent to Peter from all over the 
world. Names of prominent people 
were printed as being present, rejoic¬ 
ing with Mr. McGonigle on hia hap¬ 
py release. Whdn Peter rose to his 
to reply to the many toasts, the dem¬ 
onstrations of his audience were 
breath-taking. 

“But there was an anti-olimax that 
Bob Edwards had not figured on. 
Lord Strathcona was high commis¬ 
sioner to London, getting old and 
touchy. 

When he picked up his London 
Morning Times he was amazed to read 
an alleged cable that he had sent c<m- 
gratulating a horse thief back in Cal¬ 
gary upon his release from the peni¬ 
tentiary and praiaing him as a scholar 
and fine type of British subject. Lord 
Strathcona nearly choked when he 
read the dispatch. He rang for his 
secretary, got the The Times editor 
out of bed and cabled Sir John Willi- 
Ison, Canadian representative of The 
I Times, for an explanation. 

It seems that some wag sent a clip- 
|Mng of the story to Sir John Willison 
(Toronto) without stating that it was 
from The Calgary Eye Opener. Sir 
John took it seriously. It was a good 
story and so he cabled 800 words to 
Englamd, including the alleged cable 
from Strathcona. The high commw- 
sioner was so wrathy that he instruct.- 
ed his solicitor in Calgary, Sir James 
Lougheed, to start a suit for libel 
against Boards and the Eye Opener. 
It cost Lougheed several hundred dol¬ 
lars in cables to explsin to Strath- 
cona that he would only make Mmself 
the laughing stock of the West if he 
sued Edwards and what was more no 
Calgary jury could ever be found to 
convict him.’’ 


Peter McGonicle Dies 

Edwamds finally decided that Mc¬ 
Gonigle had run his course. So he 
had his famous character come to Cal¬ 
gary. Amid blazing guns six Mountiee 
arrested him when he got drunk, took 
him to jail and confiscated his weap 
ons. He wau so humiliated tliat he al¬ 
lowed Mmself to be arrested by a 
mere force of six Mountiea that he cut 
his throat with a rusty butcher knife 
he found in the rubbish in Ms cell. 
Then ae a climax, Edwarda printed a 
oicture of his friend. Col. Porter, arith 
an underlining "Poor Peter McGon- 
ible.” When the colonel, alighUy an¬ 
noyed at the liberty with hia pktuty, 
spoke angrily to about it, he re¬ 
plied; “Oh now come colonel, those 
who know you realize It is a joke and 
those who do not know you—^weU it 
does nbt matter.”

What You Must Do to Qomply With the Law 

1. As a Consumer 

You must not buy goods or services for ipore than the highest price charged for 
such goods or TOrviees uuring the basic period, September 16 to October 11. If in doubt, 
ask your merchant for proof the price he ciske ih a lawful price uiMler the Price Ceiling 
order. Normal seasonal price changes in fresh fruits and vegetables and greenhouse 
products are exempt. 

2. As a Retailer 

- You must not sell goods or services for more than the highest price at which you 
sold such goods or services in the basic period, September 16 to October 11. 

Y ou must not buy goods or services Irom manufacturere or wholesalers or any 
other sourc^ lor more than the highest price you paid to them in the basic period. 

It is intended that cases of serious hardship should ibe adjusted by. reducing the 
cost of merchandise to the retailer. Ketailers whose cost of merchanttise delivered to 
...em after November 30 is too high in relation to the ceiling prices, should get in touch 
wjlh thmr supplietB and try to arrange an adjustment fair to both parties. 

The price of goods of a kind or quality not sold during the baaic period must not 
be more than the highest price charged lor substantially aimilar gooda in the basic peaiod. 

t . 

3. As a Wholesaler 

You must not sell goods or services at more than your highest price (less discounts 
then prevailing) for such goods or services during the basic period, beptember 16 to Oc¬ 
tober 11. You must not buy goods or services for bidre than the highest Prices paid dur¬ 
ing the basic period. 

W holesalers will be expected in some cases to redttce their prices below the ceiling 
in order that their retail accounts may carry on. Wholeaalers ih turn may have to ass 
their suppliers for price reductions. 

T'iie continued flow of goods through normal clwnnels is of the utmost importance 
and the board will intervene if suppliers divert business abnormally from one custoimer 
to another. 

4. As a Manufacturer 

You must not sell at prices higher than your highest price (less discounto then 
prevailing) during the basic period, September 16 to October 11.' 

In some cases it will be necessary for manufactnrisrs to reduce their prices below 
the ceiling no that wholesale and retail accounts may carry dn.- * 

hftre maintenance of the retail ceiling req^uires nutnufacturera' pricea to be aub- 
stantiallv reduced, the Board will investigate and'in proper caaee will afford necessary 
relief. i «. a j ^ ^ 

Imports __ , 

Retailers, wholesalers and manufacturers are assured by the Board that any con¬ 
siderable incieases in the costs of import of essential goods wiH be covert either by sub¬ 
sidies or by adjustment of taxes. Lietails will be ahnounced shortly. 

Services Also Come Under This Law 

The Ceiling law also applies to rates and charges for electricity, gas, steam, 
heat, water, t^graph, wireless, telephone, transportation, provision of dock, harbour 
and pier facilities; waiehousing and storage; manufacturing processes perfonned on a 
commission or custom basis; undertakii^ and embalming; laundering, olMOiing, tailoring 
and dressmaking; hairdressing, barberiag and beauty parlour services; plumbing, heat¬ 
ing, paintini;, decorating, cleaning and renovating; repairing of all kinds; supplying of 
meal£, refrbimments and beverages; exhibiting of ihotion pictures. 

NO CHEATING OR EVASION OF THE 
PRICE CEIUNG LAW WILL BE tOLERATED 

“How the Price Law Works,’’ a pamphlet setting forth how each branch of busi¬ 
ness must apply the regulations to its own operation wilt shoiity be available at Post 
Offices and Branch BsTTioi. 

The Board will soon open Regional Offices throug;hout Canada where problems 
may be diacussed. These Offices wULee-operate with bu^iess in the adjustment of dif¬ 
ficulties. —

Wheat Farm Income 
Averages $1,122 


Major Strange of the Searle 
Grain Company Gives Inter¬ 
esting. Data on Wheat Farm 
Income 

The Searle Grain Index of praiirie 
farm position shows a total revenue 
for the present year of $336,667,000 
from all sources, which is 46 million 
less than they got last year (In 1928 
the total farm revenue was $611,780^- 
000 ). 

There are in the three prairie prov¬ 
inces approximately 300,000 farming 
families. The breakdown of the. total 
farm revenue for this year shows 
$162,000,000 for wheat including bon¬ 
uses, or an average of $606 per fam¬ 
ily from wheat. Other sources of rev¬ 
enue are- coarse grains $29,873,000; 
livestock $104,537,000; dairy products 
$31,167,000; eggs and wool $6,340,000; 
miscellaneous $10,190,000; vegetables, 
etc., $2,660,000. 'These other sources 
divide up into $616 per family to make 
the total average farm income from 
all sources $1,122 for this year. Out of 
this total of $1,122 each farm family 
has to pay all living expenses, and 
costs of growing, harvesting, hauling 
10 market, etc. 

Some -families are better off tha.n 
average, and on the other hand, there 
are many families much below aver¬ 
age, particularly those who are oblig¬ 
ed to depend mainly the.revenue 
from wheat alone. 

■ s' 

Farm Expenses 

What -are . farm expenses-?- The 
Searle Index of the cost of the things, 
that farmers have to buy, whch has 
been compiled and published monthly 
since 1931, gives us accurate informa¬ 
tion about this. The Searle Index 
keeps account of the costs of a total 
of 147 essential items which we find 
that prairie farmers must buy ih or¬ 
der to maintain their families on the 
farm and to continue with production. 
The Index includes 16 items of gro¬ 
ceries; 36 of clothing; 28 of household 
equipment; 553 of farm equipment; 12 
of farm machinery and 2 items of 
school and municipal taxes. These 
items, we find, cost farmers today 
$1,004 a year. It will be observed, 
therefore, that each prairie farming 
family has on the average only 118 
dollars left ($1,122 minus $1,004) 
with which .to pay for all those things 
which farming families require, and 
which are not included in the 147 
items in the Searle Index. Such things ’ 
for instance, as medical care, fire and 
life insurance; upkeep and cost of a 
car or a truck if such are used; holi¬ 
days, amusements, cost of high school 
education for children—whenever, as 
is quite common, there is no high 
school near the farm—payment of in¬ 
terest on borrowed money, on mort¬ 
gages and loans; paj-ments for such 
small extra comforts that might be 
considered necessary for the well be¬ 
ing of a farming family. 

. These fig;ures show at a glance why 
our prairie farm families on the aver¬ 
age are reduced, to a comparatively 
low standard of living, and why so lit¬ 
tle can be repaid these days on debts. 

Cost of Living 

The Searle Index of the cost of 
things farmers buy (147 items) now 
stands at 150, (1913-14 equals 100). 
This means that these things cost far¬ 
mers of the West at the present time 
50Vf more than did similar items of 
the same quality in 1913-14. (These 
costs have risen 15% since August 
1939). The purchasing power of a 
bushel of wheat is now, therefore, 
62% of what it was in 1913-14. 

Since August, 1939, at the start of 
this present war, groceries have risen 
22%, clothing 9%, household equip¬ 
ment 21%, farm equipment 16%, 
farm machinery 20%, and farm taxes, 
municipal and school 3%, making a 
weighted average increase of all the 
things Western farmers buy of .16%-.

I t was a proud moment fqr em¬ 
ployees of the Canadian Paci¬ 
fic Railway’s Angus shops at 
Montreal when the lOOtb army 
tank rolled off the shops assem¬ 
bly line to take its place with 
others in the British armed 
forces. The important produc- 
tlon mileston e wa s maxk^ by a 
gala ceremony during which 
Tank No. IQO, gaily bedecked 
with flags and placards, was par¬ 
aded down the shops’ midway to 
the strains of the employees' 
brass band. 

Cheering throngs of shopmen 
lined the broad runway as the | 


tank-of-honor rumbled by, sym¬ 
bolizing the stepped-up tempo of 
production since the first Cana¬ 
dian-built tank was released 
from the big plant early In the 
summer. Large placards affixed 
to the tanks’ khaki sides indicat¬ 
ed the determination of the em¬ 
ployes, who staged the cere¬ 
mony-on-their own lnltlanv57to“ 
do all In thefr power to con¬ 
tribute to victory. 

As the procession drew up be¬ 
fore the tank shops where other 
finished tanks stood in a ^rlm 
line, the band played “O Can¬ 
ada’’ and the National Anthem 
and this was followed by lusty 


cheers as the Angus workers sur¬ 
veyed their handiwork. Many of 
the tank’s 99 Angus-built pre¬ 
decessors are already In service 
with the armed forces, and as the 
above placard says: “Hundreds 
more will follow quickly.” 

The ceremony recalled the 
message of D. C. Coleman, vice- 
president of the Canadian Paci¬ 
fic Railway, when the first tank 
was produced at Angus shops. On 
that occasion Mr. Coleman re¬ 
marked: “This machine Is the 
child of sweat and tears. It will 
be followed by hundreds and 
thousands of others to help the 
Empire to its victory.”

R.C-A. Reinforcements 


Last week the Nazis were announc¬ 
ed as closing in on Moscow, and the 
outlook was .very critical. This week 
the Russians are driving back the 
Nazis from the very gates of the dty. 
It is reported that the Huns are now 
experiencing the greatest reversal 
s nee they attempted to overcome 
Russia. Germans are retreating 
westward before a terrific counter of¬ 
fensive. Rostov has been recaptured 
by the Red army and Germans have 
been hurled back 60 miles farther 
west. It is said that 35 Russian vil¬ 
lages have been retaken by home 
troops. Another Russian advance to¬ 
ward industrial centres of the Donets 
valley threatens to divide Nazi forces 
in that area. In that area also many 
towns have been won back, and Rus 
sians are moving over fields of Nazi 
dead. 

A Soviet despatch cltlims destruc¬ 
tion of 102 Nazi planes and capture of 
118 tanks by Red army forces round 
Moscow. The city itself is stripped 
for.^tion, but there is plenty of food, 
buses and trams operate as usual, and 
theatres are all open.

“Between 1938 and 1940 the in¬ 
crease in national income was 686 
ihilLion dollars. Of this amount labor 
got 446 million, investment income 24 
iitill.on, farm income 87 million. 
.“Between 1926 and 1940 salaries and 
wages increased 942 million, and ag¬ 
riculture income decreased 143 mil¬ 
lion. 

“Between 1939 and 1940, wages in¬ 
creased 348 million; farm income in¬ 
creased $3,100,000. 


eries, creameries, packing houses, etc. 
Recognized in this way at least 65% 
of our industry and the same propor¬ 
tion of people are dependent in some 
way on the product of the land for 
their existence. 

“Manufacture of foodstuffs is also 
our most important war industry and 
must function at utmost efficiency. 

“The great essential difference be¬ 
tween industry in general and the 
manufacture of foodstuffs is the de¬ 
centralization of agriculture. 

Decentralization 

“In the three western provinces we 
have 300,000 branch factories each 
with the prevailing problems of other 
manufacturing plants. Each has its 
problem of management. The farmer 
faces the problem of working capital 
and too often efficiency of his plant 
s impaired by lack of funds. He is af¬ 
fected by all trickeries of climate. La¬ 
bor and cost is an important problem. 
The faimer competes in a highly con. 
petitive labor market, unable to meet 
attractive conditions offered by indus¬ 
try. He has the problem of sales pro¬ 
motion. He must compete with all 
other food producing countries. 

“So problems of production are 
alike to food manufa^uring and oth¬ 
er manufacturing. But agriculture 
means more to national economy than 
any other industry. , 

“In the last decade intense national¬ 
ism has affected our ability to sell on 
the markets of the world at a profit. 
Farmers lost their purchasing power. 
Trade within the country and for ex¬ 
port fell off. Heavy relief costs result¬ 
ed, and a wheat carryover Avith which 
all are familiar.

“Because of higher costs of produc¬ 
tion, occasioned in part by higher 
wage costs and increased consumer de¬ 
mand, there is dangeir of inflation, 
“inflation has three elements: 

1. Increasing purchasing power.

2. Increasing shortage of goods. 

^3. No facilities for increasing 
supply of goods. 

“It develops in the following se¬ 
quence. 

1. War expenditures keep soaring. 
Canada’s war expenditures have risen 
from nothing to 260 millions a month 
for both British and Canadian expend¬ 
itures in Canada. 

2. Purchasing power is higher by a 
billion dollars annually. Some of this 
goes to war saving^s, taxes, war loans, 
etc,' Most of it is still free to buy Ci¬ 
vilian goods beyond the reach of Can¬ 
adians during the depression. 

3. Increased demand is now meet¬ 
ing great resistance because we are 
now approaching maximum national 
capacity^ War ne^s are pressing 
more heavily on civilian supply. Even 
agriculture will soon be taxed to the 
limit to supply British foodstuffs. 

4. Results of this impact of pur¬ 

chasing power and sho’itages is seen 
■n the upward swing of prices. It is 
this upward spiral which feeds on it¬ 
self in such a period. It distorts nor¬ 
mal business relationships, leading to 
chaos.
